Don’t Forget to Vote for David Jones, 
BPP: Putting Britons First, Thursday May 3rd. 


Many of you who have read the Todmorden News, 23rd February 2012, will know that there was an 
Armed Raid upon a rural property in the town that week. Some of you will have heard through the 
grapevine that it was yours truly, your faithful Todmorden candidate who stands under the banner 
‘BPP—Putting Britons First’, the editor of this paper. Whilst this story understandably made the 
from page of the Todmorden News and Advertiser, | do not feel that | had a chance to put a proper 
account of my side of the story cross. So below is my account of what took place... 


| was awakened mid-morning on the Tuesday the 21st of February during my mid-morning nap (I was up 
very early that day, as normal, due to work), to the sound of motor vehicles charging up my lane which 
stopped outside my house. My guard dog was going mental and over his barking | could unintelligible 
voices shouting at me to come out of my house. | could not however, over the barking of my dog, hear at 
any time anyone identify themselves as a police officer. My first thought was, “There’s somebody outside 
looking for trouble, perhaps | should call the police?” 


When | set foot outside to confront these intruders - it was in fact the Police!! In fact, about 20 to 30 very 
heavily armed Police, all pointing Heckler & Koch 9mm submachine guns at my person! The odds were 
against me and | was handcuffed and taken down, past around 11 police vehicles ranging from armoured 
land-rovers, dog units, vans, CID cars and regular patrol cars parked all the way down the hill. | found out 
later that my neighbours had been told to remain indoors and keep away from the windows. | was 
searched and held in the police van for a length of time and | was told | was being arrested under Section 
1 ‘possessing an unlawful weapon’. During my time held in the police van | amused myself by making 
satirical comments about my arrest regarding George Orwell's novel 1984. | asked them if we “were at war 
with Eurasia or Eastasia” and “which one of them was O'Brian”... There was then an unholy commotion 
and some genius in CID then told me (whilst | was handcuffed) to put my boots back on. Obviously candi- 
dates for MENSA* here. 


The Police apparently couldn't get past my dog who was standing off these intruders and preventing them 
from getting into the rest of the house by keeping them trapped in my living room. This was a blessing, 
because it meant | could be in the house while it was being searched, which is more desirable for obvious 
reasons. During this time the Officers supervising me lightened up. After the house was searched, they 
took two rifles, a model pistol, an antique airgun and a paintball gun (!), plus a Samurai knife and a hunting 
knife. | was taken down to Halifax police station after the search and held for three hours and it turned out 
that it was all because of a photograph (stolen from my ‘Facebook’ page) of me hunting with an air rifle. 
Finally, | was released without charge and all my rifles and other property were returned to me. | 
strongly suspect that this was done by someone in the Labour Party perhaps wishing to take me 
out of the game before the Local Elections this May! 


The fact is, | live in the countryside and | have lived in a farming community and | have worked in farming 
all my life, so of course | am going to have legally owned guns of some description. When we add up the 
costs of this expensive exercise in politically motivated harassment of a lawful election candidate 
(including a Police Helicopter scouting out my property the day before which cost £2000 an hour to keep in 
the air) it must have run into the tens of thousands of pounds. Obviously news like this doesn’t stay quiet 
in a Town like Todmorden. One of my local voters said to me the day after “Somebody has your cards 
marked Dave, be very careful!”
